O f Ch in a Po licy Called For 


With Nanking captured and Shanghai threatened 
by two CtHmnunist columns, as this is written, the 
Senate Republican policy committee met last week to 
decide the party ’s attitude toward China. After the 
fceeung Senator Taft, as chairman, stated tha t “ there 
was a general feeling of criticism’* of American polic>% 
but almost as many views on what should be done m 
Cbint as there were committee members. 
That is not surprising, in view of the monumental 
disaster and appalling chaos in China today . A policy 
ol moderate American aid tha t m ight have been 
« fTecuve when General Mar.shall was uttering his 
•pla gue” on both the Communist and Nationalist 
houses would do little or no good today . Most of those 
Amencans who believe our policy in China is the most 
dlsastrtnrs blunder in the history of our foreign policy 
aUo doubt that any aid would be effective now save 
full-sca le military intervention; 
which almost no 
American would approve. 
Nevertheless, a full-dress investigation of the 
Sta te Department’s China policy is urgently called for. 
The widening Communist success in China, which 
Winston Churchill recently called “ the worst disaster 
aince our v ic tory " 
is to a large eictent the result of 
the Admmistralion’s policy of try ing to minimize or 
Ignore the problem of Chinese communism. *If the 
Chinese Reds move on unchecked to total victory , the 
crisis of China will beccnne the crisis of East Asia. 
What, If any thing, would the United States do 
about that? Would our State Department policy still 
be guided by those leftists and bemused idealists who 
undermined Chiang Kai-shek’s position with their 
Inidstence tha t the Communists in China were merely 
•aga ria n liberals,” “ J effersonian capitalists,” and the 
like’ Is Secretary Acheson still taking advice from 
such people? 
These are critical questions to which Congress has 
a right to demand an answer. The issues concern the 
future of Americans, of their children and their 
children’s children. Mr.* Aeheson and many of his 
countOTnen may want to turn their ey es away from 
the holocaust In China. But the overwhelming fa ct 
behind the China crisis is tha t the most populous 
country on earth Is about t# follow the most spacious 
country on earth into the maw of world communism. 


Wo rld Peace Co n feren ce 
Had A Dish o n est Pu rp o se 


The Communist-inspired self-sty led “ World Peace 
Conference.” with 2.000 persons miscalled “ delegates” 
from “ fifty -tw o or more countries” in attendance a t 
Paris, had a dishcmest purpose, 'Two things brought 
It into being: Cl> All over Western Europe Russia is 
lo-sing out. as every election shows, In its efforts to 
win the people over to communism. (2) In the newly - 
formed Atlantic Pact these countries, associated with 
the United States, are getting in shape to protect 
them.selvcs from sudden attack. 
So the Paris conferees sty led theirs a peace move. 
The bluff was called when Harvey Moore, British 
Socialist, member of the International Association of 
J urists, spoke up: ’T o be consistent,” he said, “ since 
y ou favor peace, y ou must favor an end to the 
Chinese war, despite the advantage of Mao Tze-tung 
^Chinese Communist leader.” » 
A y ell of rage came from the delegates, and amid 
boos and catcalls, Moore had to quit the speaker’s 
platform. Boos-and catcalls also greeted J ohn Rogge, 
former U. S. Assistant Attorney General, when he 
said that only fear of the Soviet Union motivated the 
nations in the Atlantic Pact and declared, “ Many 
liberals, like my self, are suspectful of the real aims 
of the Cominform.” TThls declaration came after the 
delegate's had cheered and paraded up and down the 
atUes, following an announcement tha t Nanking had 
fa len to the Communists. 
Thus alway s an assemblage of this sort betray s 
lu real character. There was such an Incident before 
Amenca entered the First World War. At a New York 
meeting, called In behalf of the “ True Friends of 
peace.” a cablegram was read from the platform 
announcing that an American ship had been sunk 
by a U-boat in the waters between France and Britain. 
That audience also cheered~a complete giveaway . 
As a postscript, we take an announcement J ust 
received from the Progressive Party headquarters in 
New York, that Henry Wallace and five Europeans 
will undertake a “ nationwide tour of this country .” 
What would h a i^ n to them If they shifted the peace 
lour to where It 1* actually needed—to Russia and 
Its satellites?

Ato mic Secret Scientists 


The fact that a known Communist, Frederick 
J olJ ot-Curie, heads the French atomic energy develop­ 
ment has made a lot of Americans w*onder how many 
plnk.s and fellow travelers, if not Communists have 
re« ponsjble positions in our own atomic research 
laboratories. 
The news they get is not encouraging. 
According to the Hou.se Committee wi un-American 
Activities, when a member of the Communist Party in 
this country stres.sed civil dl.wbedlence at the recent 
Cultural and Scientific Congres.s for World Peace in 
Nfw York, at lea.st two scientists who work in the 
field of atomic energy were in the audience. 
One is 
connected with the Brook haven National Laboratory 
and the other with the High Altitude Observatory in 
Colorado.

T 


he WAR on tuberculosis is sLll 
going strong. No one k nows 
when victory will come but 
there is reason to believe that 
when the conflict is over, the dis­ 
ease Will be subdued forever. 'The 
strategy is well planned but whole­ 
hearted co-operation will be need­ 
ed if the goal is to be reached. 
The theory behind the attack is 
based upon the fact that tubercu­ 
losis is transm itted from one per­ 
son to another In the same way 
as colds or respiratory Infections, 
Any who is in the presence of a 
tuberculosis Individual is lik ely to 
inhale air contaminated with the 
organisms. Those who k now that 
they are afflicted are careful but 
there are too many walk ing about 
unaware for the time being that 
they are infected and innocently 
spreading the malady to others. 


The campaign is directed toward 
uncovering this group of hidden 
cases. It is an advantage tq all con- 
eemed because tuberculosis is eas­ 
ier to arrest when detected in the 
beginning stages. The public bene­ 
fits for two reasons: early cases re­ 
quire shorter hospitalization, which 
reduces the cost and returns the in­ 
dividual to a self-supporting status 
months sooner; and every treated 
case means that another source of 
infection has been eradicated. 
The plan is being 
carried 
on 
through the m ^ium of mass chest 
X-ray surveys. Thus thousands of 
individuals are encouraged to have 
a chest X-ray at a nominal fee or 
a t 
government 
expense. 
Special 
machines capable of tak ing m inia­ 
ture films are placed a t convenient 
locations throughout a community 
or on large truck s that travel from 
neighborhood to neighborhood- To 
encourage co-operation, the tuber- 
culsis organizations have tried to 
mak e everything as convenient as 
possible. When a film is made in 
this manner, only a few minutes 
are needed and it is not necessary 
to disrobe. No one could ask for 
anything more worthwhile for such 
a small expenditure of time and 
money. 


According to Dr. Arthur C. Chris­ 
tie, over one-half million individ­ 
uals in Washington, D. C. have been 
X-rayed in this manner. The re­ 
sults showed abnormalities of the 
chest and heart in 3.8 per cent. Of 
the entire group, 13 per cent had 
tuberculosis. Many will ask why a 
project lik e this is worth the ef­ 
fort if the incidence of the disease is 
so low. But o ne per cent of 500,000 
is 5,000 and to discover 5,000 new 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis in 
a city lik e Washington is a situa­ 
tion that cannot be dismissed light­ 
ly. After all, these are new cases — 
p ermns who had no idea that the 
ailment 
was 
present. 
Moreover, 
Washington is only a small part 
of the United States. Imagine the 
number that would be uncovered 
if the plan were carried out as 
thoroughly on a nationwide basis. 
Such a survey would have a mark ed 
effect on the incidence of tubercu­ 
losis because the most important 
source of the infection would be 
dealt a lethal blow.

WASHINGTON. April 29 —One of

job in private industry. Sometimes 
a Government official almost seems 
to be work ing for the private com­ 
pany with which he wants a job 
even before he gets the job. 
Recently 
the 
W altham 
W atch 
Company received a $6,000,000 loan 
from the Ricconstruction Finance 
Corporation. At the very same time 
it received the loan, W altham hired 
one of the chief RFC officials who 
helped arrange the loan — John 
Hagerty, head of the RPC’s Boston 
office. 


Hagerty k nows nothing about 
the Intricate problem of watch­ 
mak ing or selling; is a political 
protege 
of 
ex-Senator 
Dave 
tValsh. But he handled the pre­ 
liminary work for the Waltham 
loan, recommending it to the 
RFC in Washington. He was 
then getting a Government sal­ 
ary of $10,000. But the itiittiiie 
W’altham got the loan, Hagerty 
left the RFC and went to work 
lor Waltham at a salary ot 
$30,000. 


Query: Did Waltham offer the 
lush salary to Hagerty becau.se he 
deserved it, or as a reward for help­ 
ing swing the RFC loan? 


Another RFC Loan 


Again, the RPC has given a $3,- 
000,000 loan to the Plywood Plastics 
Corp., of Hampton. S. C., one of the 
RFC officials who helped arrange 
it was Sterling F'aster. 


And now Foster has notified 
the RFC that he intends to go 
to work soon for the Plywood 
Plasties, 
the 
same 
company 
which bornnved $.3,000,000, Fos­ 
ter will just about double liis 
salary, getting $18,000 the first 
year, and $22,000 by the third 
year. 


Again query: Was thus a reward 
for help in arranging the loan? 
The Treasury’s Internal Revenue 
Bureau long ago got around this 
problem by refu-sing to let any of 
its retired personnel practice befoi'e 
the Bureau until two years after 
resigning. But other Government 
departments are lax, especially the 
Army and Navy. 
One of the \\;orst scandals in 
Washington is the number of higfi- 
rank ing Army and Navy officers 
now work ing for private industry in 
order to handle procurement con­ 
tracts with the Army and Navy. 
Many of them still draw pensions 
from the U. S. Government, plus 
income-tax curtailments, in addi­ 
tion to their lu.sh private industry 
salaries. 


.New Judge Baldwin 


Senator Ray Baldwin’s accept­ 
ance of a Supreme Court judge.ship 
in CoiinecLicut ilhustrate.s a point 
which many people don’t realize- 
the wear and tear to which we sub­ 
ject our public servanls. 
Senator Baldwin ha.s iieen active 
in Connecticut politic.s for 29 yeais 
—a long time in any man's life. 
During tliat period he was sub­ 
jected to the expen.se and the phy- 
.sical drain of running for .statewide 
office in five elections in ten year.s. 
In other words, he ran for Governor 
or Senator an average of every two 
years. 
During hi.s 29 year« in public of­ 
fice a quirk of fate made it .« uch 
that no Republican Govciimi wa.' 
ever m office at the right time to 
appoint him to the State Supreme 
Court—long Baldwin's chief ambi­ 


tion. Either Baldwin was Governor 
and couldn’t appoint himself, or a 
Democrat 
was 
G o v e r n o r 
and 
wouldn’t appoint him. 


So, the other day, Gov. Ches­ 
ter Bowles, hearing of Baldwin’s 
lifelong ambition, offered him 
appointment to the 
Supreme 
Court, and the Senator natur­ 
ally accepted. He will not tak e 
office until December by which 
time 
most 
major 
legislative 
m atters will have been decided. 


Note—Several years ago. Herbert 
Hoover, sizing up Republican Pre.s- 
idential timber, described Baldwin 
as the ablest Governor in Republi­ 
can rank s. As a Senator he has also 
lived up to this appraisal . 


Aid To Education 


Federal aid to education, which 
was block ed in the 80th Congre.s.s, 
Is 
now' 
pretty 
well 
set 
to 
roll 
through Congrcs.s — provided the 
Catholic Church gives its blessing. 
In the past, th.e Catholics have 
put up n fight bec:iu.s<> religion; 
schools are not included in the pro­ 
gram. But Senate Labor Chairman 
Elbert Thomas of Utah has tak en 
quiet steps to obtain Catholic co­ 
operation and thus a.ssure smooth 
sailing for the bill. 


riiomas’K first move was to 
invite two Catholics—Senators 
Howard McGrath of Rhode Is­ 
land and Janies Murray of Mon­ 
tana—to join in sponsoring the 
bill. They warned, however, that 
if the Catholic hierarchy took a 
stand 
against 
the 
bill, 
they 
would reverse themselves. 


Altliougli Thoma.s did not niclud« 
parochial .schools in the bill becaii.st* 
of the Constitutional divorcement 
of church and state, he tried to woo 
Catholic .support by proposing that 
parochial schtwls be includi'd in a 


federal health program for school 
children. 


8enatort Biien McMahon of 
Connecticut and Ed Johnson of 
Colorado promptly offered an 
amendment which would mak e 
health 
benefits 
available 
to 
parochial schools as part of the 
aid-to-education bill. But Tho­ 
mas, wary of link ing church 
.schools with the education bill 
in any wa.v, proposed a sepa­ 
rate bill instead. This would 
authorize $35,000.000 for health 
benefits lor both public and 
parochial schools. 


Thomas now hopes to push both 
bills through Congress at the same 
time, appeasing the Catholics with 
ttie health bill and those against 
federal aid to parocial schools with 
the otiier bill.

WASHINGTON. AprU 29 — The 
Navy ’s case for the building of a 
carrier larger than previously built 
has never been given to the pub­ 
lic due to 
the 
"gag" 
enforced 
against the Navy and not against 
the other services. Here are the es­ 
sential points in that case: 
1. The new carrier known as the 
"United States’’ Is not a "super- 
carrier” or a new weapcwi but a 
logical development of an ex isting 
one. 
2. The difference in size between 
previous carriers and the new one 
is actually only 100 feet in length 
and 30 feet in width. The large 
carriers hitherto 
have 
measured 
990 feet long and 105 wide. The new 
one was to have been 1,090 feet 
long and 135 feet wide. 
3. The new' carrier would permit 
its planes to fly 1,700 mi.es out 
and 1.700 miles back, whereas the 
planes of present carriers have a 
range of only 900 miles. 
4. In accordance with the unani­ 
mous 
agreement 
of 
the 
J oint 
Chiefs of Staff reached at Key 
West recently , the mission of naval 
aviation was described not as a 
primary instrument for strategic 
bombing but mily as a means of 
assisting in that mission. 


Primary Purpose Of Carrier 


5. The primary purpose of car­ 
riers is to obtain and retain com­ 
plete cotnrol of the seas against 
any threat from land or sea. It 
is to meet any menace against 
ships at sea. including those trans­ 
porting fuel to supply land-based 
strategic bombers of 
the 
other 
armed services. 
6. Included in this primary pur­ 
pose is the attack upon shore in­ 
stallations from which submarines 
are sent out to prey on commerce. 
7. The chief function of carrier 
planes in operations 
near 
land 
base.s is to drop mines so as to 
block 
the egress of submarines 
through straits and narrow chan­ 
nels that lead to the sea. 
8 . The use of smaller carriers to 
hunt and fight submarines would 
be dimini.shed, and the burden of 
anti-submarine warfare Is increased 
unless a carrier task force can be 
depended upon to demolish shore 
installations where submarines are 
concentrated. 


9. J et planes were to be flown 
from the new carrier. It has been 
erroneously stated that jet planes 
could not return to the deck of the 
"United States.’* Not only c» uld 
jet planes land on the deck oi the 
proposed new carrier but they can 
land also on carriers of smaller 
size stationed at other location« at 
sea. 


10. The new carrier would be 
safer and less vulnerable than any 
ship of any kind ever built. Its 
construction is of such a nature 
that nothing In the way of sub­ 
marine operations, as known today , 
could sink the carrier. To ward off 
attack frc« n the air, it has its own 
radar and fighter planes, which 
successfully kept every large car­ 
rier in the Pacific in the last war 
from being sunk from the air.
